That about 1,500 Germans were 
killed in a terrible explosion in the 
Fort of Douaumont on May 17 has 
now been established. At that time 
the fort. was under a night and day 
bombardment by the French of such 
unrelenting nature that it was practi- 
tally impossible for a man to leave.
